I refuse not to die; but if 
none of those things is tru« where­ 
of these accuse me, no man can give 
me up to them. I appeal unto Cae­ 
sar. 
Then Festus, 
when he had 
had conferred with the council an ­ 
swered. Thou hast 
appealed unto 
Caesar; unto Caesar shalt thou go 
Imprisoned at Rome. 
Paul's appeal to Caesar set In 
rapid motion the machinery of the 
empire by which a year later, after 
the delays incident 
to his ship­ 
wreck at Malta. Pauls long cher­ 
ished desire to Wf Rome was ful­ 
filled, and, probably at the sugges­ 


tion of the generous hearted Julius, 
the Roman, centurion, “Paul was 
suffered to abide by himself with 
the 
soldier, 
th at 
guarded 
him .” 
W ithin a few' days he gathered his j 
people together “in hi* own hired ; 
dwelling”, and set them right re­ 
garding his presence in their midst, 
as he said, “because of the hop«' of 
Israel I am bound with this chain.” 
The Word Not Bound. 
But though Paul must say “I suf­ 
fer hardship unto bonds”, he could 
also say, “the Word of God is not 
bound”. 
On the contrary, as Paul 
wrrote from his prison to his friends 
back at Philippi, “the things which 
happened unto me have fallen out 
rather unto the progress of the gos­ 
pel; so th at my bonds became m an­ 
ifest In Christ throughout the whole 
praetorian guard, and to all the 
rest; and th at most of the brethren 
in the Lord, being confident through 
my bonds, are more abundantly bold 
to speak the Word of God without ; 
fear”. 
Every soldier to whom Paul 
was chained each succeeding watcn ! 
heard the gospel from Paul until he 
had honeycombed the entire prae- 
torium and Caesar’s household with j 
his converts. 
Besides this there 
came from his pen those marvelous 
“prison letters” to the Ephesians, 
the Philippians, the Colossians, to 
Philemon and Timothy, until Paul’s j 
prison became a veritable headquar­ 
ters for world evangelization with 
Niro paying the expense! 
Thus 
Paul turned adversity into advan­ 
tage and in the power of Christ “led 
captivity captive and gave gifts u n ­ 
to men ”, even from a Roman dun­ 
geon!

HARRISBURG. Nov. 20.—The lo- 
cal government commission is be­ 
ginning the final phase of its work 
in formulating plans to eliminate I 
so-called “ox-carf' government in 
Pennsylvania. 
The board, created by the 1935 j 
general assembly and consisting of 
five representatives and four sena­ 
tors, was to meet in executive ses­ 
sion here today and tomorrow and 
study information received during 
the past year in the form of briefs 
and testimony by public hearings 
conducted 
throughout 
the 
state. 
Legislative recommendations to re- j 
duce the cost and increase the effi­ 
ciency of government in Pennsyl­ 
vania will be drafted sometime next 
month, it was announced. 
One of the arch-advocates of local 
government revision is the Pennsyl­ 
vania Taxpayers’ Forum, which rec­ 
ommended reorganization of county 
governments, consolidation of all re­ 
lief agencies into county units, civil 
service, and revision of tax collec­ 
tion methods and 
agencies. 
The 
board has other recommendations 
under consideration, including one 
for a unicameral, or one-house, leg­ 
islature.

My answ er: In your child seems to

as a t present 
for several days, except th a t no one 
shall be in the sam e bed w ith him.
